Constantine and Helen 


Our Patron Saints 
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GI St. Constantine The Great 


Constanune was born in 274 A.D. His place of birth 

has not been definitely established. His father was Con- 

il stantius, a Roman military man who was destined to 

become Ceasar. His mother was Helen a virtuous daugh- 
fl ter of a Greek innkeeper. 


He followed his father’s footsteps and entered the 
army at the age of eighteen. His rise was rapid and in 
306 he became Ceasar of the Western part of the Roman 
Empire. 


In 311 when Rome was under the ryrranical control 
of the Emperor Maxentius, the people begged of Con- 
stantine to liberate them. News of this reached Max- 
entius and he prepared an infantry of 170,000 and a 
calvary of 18,000. 


Constantine sped to the Alps. His army only con- 
'G]] tained 50,000. He was outnumbered by over three to 
one. SACRED TRADITION tells us that he prayed to

the God of the Christians. According to Eusebius Bishop 
of Caesarea, at midday Constantine, his officers and men, 
saw in the heavens a fiery cross which bore the Greek 
inscription “triumph in this.” That very night Con- 
stantine saw Christ in his sleep along with the sign of 
the cross and received instructions to have made a symbol 
of the cross as protection in his battles. The next day 
Constantine ordered the construction of a banner of the 
cross and the inscription. Thus the first Christian flag 
was created. 


On October 28, 312, Constantine achieved his final 
victory over Maxentius and the following day entered 
Rome as Emperor bearing with him the banner. 


In January of 313 in Milan Constantine's sister Con- 
satantia was wed to the Emperor of the East Licinius. It 
was then that the two emperors issued the famous Edict 
of Milan, which granted freedom of religion and free- 
dom of conscience. This edict was directed toward all 
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religions, but was of prime benefit to Christianity. The 
Christian Church was then free to worship without per- 
secution in both East and West. In the West especially, 
Constantine granted many privileges to the Christian 
clergy and erected Christian Churches from public funds. 
funds. 


Constantine was opposed in his pro-Christian deci- 
sions by the members of his court who were pre-domin- 
antly anti-Christian. This situation lasted until 330 when 
he replaced these with Christians. 


Constantine repealed many unjust laws and gave 
much recognition to the Church and the Christian Clergy. 


Attempting to bring external peace and freedom to 
the Church the Emperor was greatly concerned over the 
the Church, the Emperor was greatly concerned over the 
disturbrance caused within the Church by the Arian 
heresy. To resolve this situation he convoked the first 


In 323 being provoked to war by Licinius and having 
defeated him constantine becomes sole Emperor of 
the Roman Empire. Returning to Rome after an absence 
of twelve years in July of 326 he found the capitol most 
abhorring to his pro-Christian temperament. On the 13th 
of July as was the custom of all of the officials went to 
sacrifice to Zeus. Constantine refused expressing his 
contempt for this idolatrous ritual. Much dissension was 
then heard against him. He realized then that there 
would always be misunderstanding between Rome and 
himself. He decided to create a new capital in the East 
in order to establish a Christian Empire and then re- 
ceive the Christian baptism. His selection was the ancient 
city of Byzantium on the shores of the Bosporus. 


Due to the efficiency of its builder the new capital 
was ready in nine months. In its main square two col- 
umns were erected bearing the inscriptions Helen and 
Constantine. Between them was a cross under which was 
inscribed “one Holy, one Lord, Jesus Christ, for the 
Glory of God the Father, Amen.” 


Constantine formally dedicated the new capital on 
May 11, 330. He offered it to the protection of the All 
Holy Theotokos and named it CONSTANTINOPLE or 
NEW ROME. 


It was Constaintine’s fondest desire to journey to the 
Holy Lands and to receive Baptism in the waters of Jor- 
dan where Christ was baptized by St. John the Fore- 
runner. The innumerable duties and obligations of his 
office forestalled this pilgrimage, however. Early in 337 
while in Helenopolis he became quite ill. As the illness 
became grave, he was moved to the palace of Nicomedia 
where he received Holy Baptism and all the prescribed 
Church rituals. He passed to eternity on May 21, 337, 
the Feast of the Pentecost, at the age of 63. He was

buried at the Church of the Holy Apostles in Con- 
stantinople, in a tomb that he had prepared for himself. 


Many have critized Constantine for his actions and 
deeds as Emperor. But the Orthodox Church weighing 
on the one hand the many great things that Constantine 
did for Christianity and bearing in mind that Christ 
forgave Peter and taking into consideration his repent- 
ance and the forgiving Grace of his baptism, proclaimed 
him a Saint. 


ST. HELEN 


St. Helen, mother of Constantine was born in 247 
in Drepanon of Bithynia. About 270 she met at the inn 
of her father a young Roman officer Constantius to 
whom she was wed. Helen bore a son in 274, Con- 
stantine. 


Helen was not a Christian by birth, but she espoused 
Christianity after her marriage. Doubtless this occurred 
with the approval of Constantius whom she influenced 
to be favorably desposed to the Christians. Constantius 
had a profound respect for her. Thus it is somewhat 
paradoxical that he divorced her in 293. This was done 
with her consent for the laws of Rome provided that to 
attain a high official position one had to be married to 
a wife of high station. Thus if he remained married to 
Helen he could not have become Caesar. 


Though she was divorced she was not seperated from 
her beloved son. Constantine's love for his mother was 
immense. He kept her with him always. When he be- 
came Emperor he changed the name of her birthplace 
to HELENOPOLIS. She instilled in him his love for 
the Christian Religion. 


It was her fervent dream to go to the Holy Lands, to 
pray for herself and for her son and also that God would 
grant for him also to visit the Holy Places where Christ 
had trodden and be baptized as he desired. Her dream 
became reality in 326. 


She sought out and found the place of Christ's 
Crucifixion and His tomb and she made them Shrines. 
This she accomplished by giving money so that Churches 
could be built at the place of His Ressurection, the 
place of His birth and the mount of His Ascension. She 
_ gave abundantly to the poor Christians of Jeru- 
salem. 


Constantine received his mother with much joy and 
deep respect. In 328 at the age of 81 she entered that 
place where there is “no pain, no sorrow, no tribulation, 
but life without end.” 


Her memory is commemorated by the Orthodox 
Church along with that of her son on May 21st.

In order to get to the village he had to travel on a path which ran over a clumsy stonepile bridge at the 
bottom of a deep gulley. When in deep old age, he decided to make his last trip to the village he discovered that the 
winter rains had washed the bridge away. Without hesitation he started gathering the scattered stones and piling 
them up again to reconstruct the bridge. Some people who happened to be passing by and knew him asked him 
why, an old man like him, was going into all the trouble to rebuild the bridge, which he probably would never use 
again, when he could easily have walked on the bottom of the gulley to get across. “For others who will come after 
me”, he answered. “I used this bridge which others have built, and I must rrebuild it for the ones who will follow. 
All of us must leave something for posterity.” 


Be it church buildings, or legacies, or properties, or traditions or ideals or -- above all - our Orthodox Christian 
Faith, all of us, without exception, when we make our appearance upon this earth, find something which others 
have built before us. Common decency, then, compels us not only to receive but to preserve, to perpetuate, to 
cultivate and to transmit them to the ones who follow us in better shape than we receive them. 

This is what I feel we are doing in this parish. 

And there is another lesson in the story. The true Christian engages in works of Christian love from his first 
breath to his last. At no time can a Christian “retire” or deviate from his Christian mession by saying: “I’ve done my 
share, let the younger and richer ones do theirs.” 


Thank you for the opportunity you have given me to accomplish so much with you.

Later Mrs. Irene Pit- 
tas and Helen Zervos Antoniades 
joined the staff, and the base- 
ment was partitioned for addi- 
tional rooms. 
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Sometime in 1923 or 1924 a 
day school was instituted and 
an instructor was hired to teach 
Greek children the English lan- 
guage. The Greek teachers fol- 
lowed the regular curriculum in 
the native tongue. This program 
lasted but a short time and by 
the following semester the pu- 
pils were attending the public 
schools fyll time again. Greek 
after-school classes were not 
discontinued, however. 


Later a taxi and still later 
busses were chartered to trans- 
port children from their home 
area to the Greek Church school.

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THE HISTORY 


of Saints Constantine and Helen Greek Orthodox 
Church in Northwest Indiana is a personified treasure 
of divine faith and proud traditions. For more than 
sixty years it has influenced the individual and 
community values of its Gary area Hellenic-American 
congregation. 


The foundation for preserving and perpetuating our 
heritage in Gary began in 1906 when our forefathers 
migrated to the new Steel City then rising on the sand 
dunes of Lake Michigan, They came chiefly to find 
economic security and, for some, an escape from 
persecution under the rule of Ottoman Turks. 


These first immigrants had hoped to save money 
and return someday to their homeland to help their 
impoverished families. For a few this goal was 
realized. The majority, however, by economic 
necessity, or by choice, decided to settle in Gary 
permanently. They married, raised families, and 
became part of the mainstream to enjoy the new found 
freedoms of American Life. 


Here, then, in their newly adopted land, surfaced 
the inherent link with tradition and righteousness 
which has bound us to a legacy of ancient Greek 
civilizations. Our immigrant forefathers recognized 
the need for a church and its sacramental life of the 
faith. They understood, too, the importance of the 
church for expressing language, old world culture and 
ethnic heritage. 


The event which is said to have ignited concerned 
discussions for a local church was the death in 1911 of 
the first Greek in the Gary community. An inescapable 
religious bond dictated the consciences of his friends 
to invoke the last rites in a Greek church. His body 
was taken to Chicago for Greek services and it was 
then that serious talks began for a place of worship for 
the congregation in Gary. 


a s 
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The first meeting to plan for a church in the newly 
established community was held in the spring of 1912. 
Gary was then only six years old and there were only 
ten Greek families comprised of a handful of single 
men and only seven women. Later that year, they 
resolved organizational differences and reached an 
accord on how the church was to be constituted. 


First, they chose to identify their faith with St. 
Constantine, the Roman Emperor who permitted the 
free practice of Christianity in the 4th century. St. 
Helen, Constantine’s mother, was added to the church 
identification sometime after 1924. 


An attorney was engaged to write a constitution but 
his knowledge of Orthodox Canon Law was limited. 
Later, when church authorities were attempting to 
bring order in the Greek church, the constitution was 
changed to conform to Orthodox law and practice. 


First worship services in 1913 were held in a rented 
store building at 1259 Madison Street and St. 
Constantine became the first Greek church in the new 
and growing city of Gary. At first, priests from 
Chicago were engaged to perform at Sunday services. 
Two years later, in 1915, the first permanent pastor, 
the Rev. Nicholas Mandilas of Corfu, was assigned to 
the Gary congregation in response to a request to the 
Holy Synod in Greece. 


Even then, there were dedicated parish leaders who 
could foresee the time when the Gary Hellenic 
community would have a church building of its own. 
But to build a church would cost money. 


Raising funds was a difficult and often times a 
discouraging task for the congregation leaders. Since 
there were so few Greeks in the community, a 
contribution of any amount from wages that were less 
than one dollar per day meant great sacrifice for these 
poor immigrants. 


Visits were made by pioneer congregation leaders 
to several Midwest cities to ask financial help from 
other Greek groups. Travel in those days to 
Indianapolis, South Bend and Marion, Indiana and to 
Cleveland and Toledo, Ohio where appeals for financial 
help were made was a tiring and time-consuming 
effort. 


As the number of Greeks increased through family 
size and with the arrival of new immigrants, the store 
building became inadequate to shelter the evergrow- 
ing congregation. It was apparent that plans would 
have to be considered for new space of worship. Late 
in 1913, plans were formulated for the acquisition of a 
new church site. 


Negotiations were started almost immediately for 
the purchase of a parcel of land at 14th and Madison 
Street. In 1916, the site was deeded to the congrega- 
tion of St. Constantine. In the meantime, some 
members of the congregation decided that a more 


fa 


appropriate place for our house of worship should be 
at 13th and Jackson Street where three other 
churches were already built by the foreign born and 
their families. 


So plans were abandoned for building a church at 
14th and Madison, Efforts were then directed toward 
erecting our church at 13th and Jackson. The property 
was bought for $3,500 which was paid out of a $10,000 
loan obtained by the leaders. This loan was repaid in 
late 1919. The lots at 14th and Madison, where the 
church was originally planned, were sold for $3,000 
that same year. 


Ground for the new church at 13th and Jackson was 
broken in 1917. Problems arising from World War I 
resulted in a scarcity of labor and materials which 
delayed construction for several months until 1918 
when work was resumed with the help of Greek 
parishioners. 


After the basement was finished, services were held 
in a tent erected on the flooring. Not providing total 
comfort, this temporary church tent offered limited 
protection from the biting cold Gary winter of 1918. 


The first service was held in the new church on 
Easter Sunday, 1919. Construction work continued 
through the spring and summer months when plans 
were made for the dedication service. On September 
27, 1919, the new St. Constantine Church was 
dedicated in what a Gary newspaper at the time 
described as “the most pretentious celebration among 
foreign-born citizens ever held in Gary.” 


The colorful dedication-consecration Archieratical 
Divine Liturgy lasted over four hours and was 
attended by leading church figures dressed in colorful 
ecclesiastical garments. The Greek consul joined 
hundreds of Gary Greeks and others for the occasion. 
Those who were unable to find seats in the church 
overflowed into the street outside according to a 
newspaper account. It was estimated that the crowd 
exceeded 4,000 persons. 


Officiating at the Liturgy was the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Alexander of Rodostolon who added significance to the 
event because it was the first time that any member of 
the Greek church hierarchy participated in a 
“thyranoixia” or “door-opening” service west of the 
Appalachian Mountains. 


Donations collected from the assembled dedication 
congregation were reported to be approximately 
$3,000 and were earmarked for the church building 
and furnishings fund and for furthering the welfare 
work of the local congregation. 


In an editorial comment published by the Gary 
newspaper the day after the dedication ceremony, the 
congregation received high praise: 


“The new church is one of the most impressive in 


this section of the country,” the editorial writer said. 
“The fact that the local colony of Greeks has about 300 
and is one of the youngest in America makes St. 
Constantine church stand as a monument of the Gary 
Greek colony's ideals.” 


The church itself was an original plan styled in 
Byzantine architecture which was to be duplicated in 
later years by several other congregations in the 
United States. St. Constantine’s had very few changes 
after it was built. A platform was added in front of the 
altar and in the early days there were no pews. All 
icons were later donated by members of the 
congregation. The icon screen, one of the most 
beautiful in the country, was hand painted by two 
Italian artists. 


The church cornerstone had two dates -- one, 1912, 
referred to the year when the church was founded and 
the other, 1917, referred to the year when 
construction began on the new church. 


The church cost about $50,000 with furnishings 
costing another $25,000. The mortgage debt for the 
Greek congregation was paid off in a ceremony in 
1942. An adjoining Hellenic Community Center was 
added in 1950, at the cost of $150,000. 


Only one event marred the harmony of church life 
during its more than sixty years. It was culminated in 
a political division between two opposing factions 
comprised of supporters of the king and another group 
who favored the Venizelos government in Greece. In 
1922, the two groups made an outright split. The 
Royalists, supporting the crown, built their own Gary 
church, Holy Trinity, at 11th and Jackson. In 1931, 
church authorities intervened and the two groups 
were reunited. 


In the late 1950’s it was decided by church leaders 
that the time had come as it had to our forefathers, 
when future growth of the church had to be 
considered. At a general meeting in 1961, a committee 
was authorized to start searching for a site to build 
another new church. For six years, extensive studies 
were made of serveral possible locations. In 1967, the 
present site, which originally consisted of 37'/2 acres, 
was purchased at 8000 Madison Street in Merrillville, 
Indiana, for $200,000. The down payment of $84,000 
was accumulated from a special appropriation which 
exceeded by far the $1,000 annual amount earmarked 
for the fund by the congregation in 1961. 


A great financial boost for the church fund also came 
from the Hellenic Welfare Society. The society was 
founded by a group of local, hardworking church 
members who sponsored social events and outings for 
many years on its property on 49th Avenue to raise 
money for the church. Some consideration was given 
years ago to building the new church on this property. 


Ground for the new St. Constantine and Helen 
Greek Orthodox Church complex in Merrillville was 
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broken on September 20, 1970. The Cultural Center 
was formally opened and church services were held in 
the Great Hall on Thanksgiving Day, 1971, by the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Timotheos of Chicago. Dedication of the 
Complex was held on May 14, 1972 by his Eminence 
Archbishop Iakovos. The old church and Hellenic 
Community Center were sold in 1971 to the Koinonia 
Missionary Baptist Church for $100,000. Vacating the 
old church for our new modern church complex left us 
with a certain amount of nostalgic sadness. 


In the Hellenic Cultural Center -- are offices, library, 
classrooms, all-purpose room, kitchen and the Great 
Hall social center. The Great Hall has served for 
worship services until the new church is completed. 
Construction and financing plans have been underway 
for some time to complete the church stage of the 
complex. 


The composition of the membership of Saints 
Constantine and Helen, their origin, occupations, 
ambitions and ideals are typical of Greek communities 
everywhere. 


Not only has the church served the spiritual needs 
of our community but is atso the meeting place for 
families and friends at community social functions, 
weddings, anniversaries, baptisms, funerals, etc. 
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Emphasis on the old world culture and national 
heritage is manifested in many different ways and 
through many organizations affiliated but not directly 
related to the Church. The influence of Greek life on all 
age groups is carried on through religious, literary, 
cultural, and social activities. 


Educational programs for our children are far- 
reaching. Recognizing the influence of changing 
American life styles and culture, every effort is made 
to perpetuate the Orthodox Christian faith and 
Hellenic ideals through the young who represent the 
future generations of our congregation. 


The Gary area Greek Orthodox church is now 
governed by a 25-member board. Until 1967, two 
bodies -- a seven-member trustee board and a fifteen- 
member council -- made decisions affecting church 
policies. 


Greeks now number about 7,000 in the Gary area. In 
1920, there were 1,392 and a 1930 record showed 3,344 
Greek-born residents with another 730 of Greek 
parentage. 


In the little more than sixty years since it was 
founded, when conflicts, political crises and economic 
upheavals were shaking social structures, opinions 
and history, Gary area Greek-Americans remained 
steadfast and loyal to their church. For centuries, our 
people have preserved the simple faith and traditions 
of our forefathers because it is our enriching and 
ennobling birthright. 


The church has been our inspiration to be good 
American citizens, to serve our country, our state and 
our community, and to be proud of our Hellenic origin 
and heritage.

“FORGIVE... FORGET...and LOVE”

Bishop Irineos Cassimatis called Gary his home- 
town. And to this day, many of his parishioners 
consider the man who later was to head the Greek 
Orthodox Church in South America, “their priest". 


Bishop Cassimatis served the Greek Community in 
the Gary area as parish priest from 1931 to 1951. 
During those years he won his way into the homelife 
of many of his parish families. 


How many can remember the philosophical discus-~ 
sions with the well-read priest in the late hours 
of the evening? How many can remember his obvious 
enjoyment and camaraderie at parties and family ge 
therings? His subtle humor? How mary can remember 
this man's ability to call each youngster by his 
first name? 


But, he may be best remembered for cooling the 
tempers of volatile parishioners and smoothing over 
the sometimes difficult problems which faced the 
operation of a struggling Gary church through the 
years of the Depression and World War II. 

Bishop Cassimatis, elevated to that post and 
given the title of “Bishop of Avydos” in 1951 dur- 
ing ceremonies in New York City, “belonged to the 
church" virtually all of his life. 

He was only 17 month old on his native island 
of Cephalonia when he snatched a fish sizzling in 
a frying pan, gulped it down and nearly choked to 
death. 

While the child lay unconscious and frantic 
neighbors sought a doctor, his mother prayed and 
made a bargain. If her son was spared she would 
dedicate him to the church. 

Soon afterwards, the youngster wore the black 
robe, a symbol of that dedication. Until he was 
13 years old Bishop Cassimatis attended morning 
and evening church services daily. He then left 
his home to begin studies at the Holy Cross Semi- 
nary in Jerusalem. 

In an interview in 1951, Bishop Cassimatis said 
of his spare moments exploring the ancient city. 
"It was a great thrill to walk the same _ streets, 
past some of the same houses that Jesus Christ 
knew." Because the school in Jerusalem closed for 
lack of funds, the young student, with help from 
an uncle in Egypt, studied in Cairo for a year 
until his graduation. 

The next four years were spent in Constantinople 
where he studied Italian and French and the Slav- 
onic languages and taught in the Greek parochial 
schools. 

Bishop Cassimatis was ordained a deacon in 1916 
and in 1919 a priest in his native Cephalonia where 
he served for a year. Then he left for Athens 
where he spent another year before going to Mel- 
bourne, Australia, serving there six years before 
immigrating to the United States. 
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Bishop Cassimatis pastored a parish in San 
Francisco for six years and was on his way to New 
York City to head the office of the church publi- 
cation when he stopped in Chicago. 


That stop in 1931 and visits with three 
xatptutat (countrymen). who had immigrated to Gary, 
changed his destiny. He visited Gary where SS Con- 
stantine and Helen Greek Orthodox Church was with- 
out a pastor and stayed 20 years. He became the 
priest ina community where nine priests had served 
before him, none for more than two years. 

In the 20 year period with Bishop Cassimatis 
the congregation doubled in number and a community 
building was built next to the church on 13th Ave- 
nue in Gary. 


With his elevation to bishop in 1951 and his 
departure from Gary, came the responsibility of 
heading the Greek Orthodox Church in South America 
where 30,000 of its members lived. 

It was while he lived in South America that Bi- 
shop Cassimatis journeyed to Cephalonia after a 34 
year absence and to Constantinople where he was

greeted at the airport by a delegation headed by 
the late Patriarch Athenagoras, the ecumenical head 
of all Orthodox Christians. Bishop Cassimatis had 
gone to school with the patriarch and had known 
him when both were young pastors in Athens. 

Before his return to Argentina during that 1954 
pilgrimage, the bishop came “home” to Gary for a 
visit. He had expected a quiet stay but instead 
was deluged with invitations from his many friends 
and he was honored at a reception given by the 
Greek School PTA and St. Helen's Philoptochos. 

Sadly, after his return ta South America, his 
health began to fail. Ina letter in1959 toa 
Gary friend, he wrote: "I can concentrate my mind 
and use my paralytic hand to write this letter. I 
am not well at all. Little by little I am para- 
lyzed. Nobody can predict the time of my death, 
but I realize that I am very weak". 

On October 2, 1961, the 68-year old former Gary 
priest died in Athens. The Gary community mourned 
the death of the man who had earned the respect of 
all who knew him aw had given his formula for that 
respect: “Forgive -- forget -- and love.”

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THE GOLDEN SPADE MAKES A GLORIOUS BEGINNING

It was a gorgious day indeed! As we 
all arose on Sunday morning, September 20, 
1970, we looked at the sky and we saw the 
weather smiling on us. 

The Hellenic Center was full to capa- 
city and beyond, much earlier than usual. 
His Grace Bishop Timotheos, surrounded by 
Fathers Evagoras and Polykarpos, was chant- 
ing the Katavasies. A gentleman from Min- 
neapolis, George Makris, was nervously a- 
waiting his ordination to Deacon. The 
feeling of anticipation was painted on the 
faces of all. Why? What was so exception- 
al about this day? 

It was Ground Breaking Day! 

It was the day that this parish had 
been waiting for, for almost a dozen years. 
And God granted it to us. But it was not 
God alone who made this day possible. As 
our Lord Jesus used to say, according to 
your faith, so shall it be granted to you. 
And so it was. Because we have demonstra- 
ted the genuine and sincere faith in God 
and ourselves, we have come to a milestone 
in our history. 

The Archieratical Divine Liturgy was 
over at 11:00 A.M. And then, that sea of 
humanity entered several hundred cars and 
a chartered bus and with the president's 
car in the lead, driven by a very happy 
Dr. Ed Pappas and two happier passengers 
Bishop Timotheos and Father Evagoras, the 
more than a mile long motorcade made its 
way to 13th and Broadway, and then south 
on Broadway to Highway 30, west to Madi- 
son Street and north a quarter of a mile 
to the new Church site. 

At 12:30 P.M., right on schedule, 
the crowd was already assembled around 
the canopied platform. Then, from the 
house erected on the Church property and 
serving as a temporary office, came the 
past presidents, parish council members, 
heads of the auxiliaries, our guests of 
honor, Lake County Commissioner Dr. J. J. 
Forszt and Merrillville Chamber of Com- 


merce President Rudy Dittrich, and His 


Grace Bishop Timotheos surrounded by Father 
Evagoras and Father Polykarpos of our Church 


and Father Peter Rozdelsky of St. Mary's Rus- 


sian Orthodox Church and Father Richard Gra- 
bowski of the Descent of the Holy Ghost Ro- 
manian Orthodox Church.

"Soson kyrie ton laon sou...", the proces- 
sion made its way to the platform where the 
blessing of the water took place. Then His 
Grace poured the blessed water on the ground 
and took out the first shovelful of earth. 
He was followed in this by Father Evagoras, 
Father Polykarpos, Dr. Ed Pappas, our guests 
of honor, the past presidents of the parish 
attending: Nick Adams, George Bogordos, 
Spiro Cappony, Nick Cost, Phil Monanteras, 
Nick Pangere, Mike Thanos, Anthony Tournis 
and Nathan Tsangaris. Then the parish coun- 
cil members took their turn, those who did 
not participate in another capacity, Perry 
Costidakis, Nick T. Zoumis, Mrs. Dan Vossos 
representing her husband who was home ill, 
John Bizanes, Louis Bravos, Chris Brown, 
William Galanis, Dr. James Hadey, John Kap- 
mas, Dr. John Kolettis, George Malamatcs, 
Chris Retson, Chris Sakelaris and Dr. George 
Volan. Then the Building Committee Chairman

It was raining rather hard on Saturday 
morning, May 13, 1972. Yet, some 35 presi- 
dents of various Greek Orthodox parishes from 
mid-America--from Kentucky to Ontario, Cana- 
da--assembled in our Cultural Center for a 
one-day seminar on the finances of the Church 
with His Eminence Archbishop Iakovos, His 
Grace Bishop Timotheos, Mr. Chris Demetria- 
des, Director of Economic Development of the 
Archdiocese and Mr. George Chimples, Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the Archdi- 
ocesan Mixed Council. 

It was a very productive meeting. For 
our parish it was a rare and unique privi- 
lege to host such a gathering, and for us it 
was a great honor to receive congratulations 
and admiration of the presidents for our 
"beautiful, functional and best-arranged 
buildings, and the most successful Total 
Pledge System.” 

And so Saturday was over and all of us 
went to bed with a prayer that Sunday, May 
14--Mother's Day--would be a nice day for the 
groundbreaking of our new Church by His Emi- 
nence. 

Few knew that His Eminence took quite 
ill Saturday night and almost returned to 
Boston. But thanks to his great desire to 
complete his pastoral visit to our parish, 
and the agreement of his doctor in Boston 
and Dr. Pappas here that medication could 
restore him, he stayed and with the help of 
God gave us the most memorable day in the 
history of the parish. 

Sunday dawned bright and sunny but o- 
minous clouds covered the western horizon. 

His Eminence and His Grace, assisted 
by the Rev. Father John Geranios, Vicar Ge- 
neral of the Archdiocese for clergy affairs 
Fathers Evagoras Constantinides and Theo- 
haris Theoharis, and Theology student Mi- 
chael Kouremetis, concelebrated the Divine 
Liturgy before a congregation of more than 
1200. 

At the conclusion of the Liturgy, and 
without any previous notification, His Emi- 
nence called Dr. E. T. Pappas to his throne 
and honored him with the Offikion of ARCHON 
AKTOUARIOS (Court Physician) for his leader- 
ship and his role in the progress of the 
parish during the last few years. 

Eleven Altar boys--James and Andrew Ky- 
res, John Petalas, Charles, Savas and John 
Zembillas, James Karabetsos, Louis Koureme- 
tis, Michael Bookas, John Marakas and Aris 
Andreatos--were tonsured to Readers. 

His Eminence then brought tears of 
gratitude to the eyes of Father Evagoras as 
he asked him to kneel and addressed him with 
these words: "My dear Father Evagoras, you 
know how much love and respect your Archbi- 
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shop, your Bishop and your Church have for 
you. Because of this and... . I bestow 
upon you the Offikion of Protopresbyter for 
your inspired and dynamic leadership, untir- 
ing energy, excellent education, stubborn ad- 
herence an: devotion to the Church and its 
mission and your Cypriot aggressiveness." 

And His Eminence, despite his physical 
exhaustion, went on with unbelievable endur- 
ance and obvious joy to dedicate the Cultural 
Center which was completed on Thanksgiving 
Day 1971. 

Then, after the distribution of the An- 
tidoron, in a procession of the Altar boys, 
choir and clergy, His Eminence and His Grace 
went outside the building to the vacant lot 
to the north where ground was broken for the 
new Church, construction of which will start 
later this year. 

On Sunday evening His Eminence, His 
Grace, Commissioner Dr. J. J. Forszt, Merrill- 
ville Town President Ron Randhan with Mrs. 
Randhan, Archon George Marks with Mrs. Marks, 
Bank of Indiana President James Dandurand with 
Mrs. Dandurand, Architect Ted Theodore with 
Mrs. Theodore, Vicar General Father John Gera- 
nios, Fathers Byron Papanikolaou, Alexander 
Karloutsos, Peter Georgacakes, Nicholas Kati- 
nas and George Economou with their Presbyte- 
ras, from neighboring parishes, former priests 
of this parish Fathers George Kiricoples and 
Manousos Lionikis with their Presbyteras at- 
tended, along with our clergy, the Parish 
Council and representatives of all our Church 
organizations and some 350 parishioners and 
friends, an elegant dedication dinner. 

Invited also were former priests of our 
parish Fathers Polycarpos Gryfakis and Spen- 
cer Kezios but could not attend. Edgar D. 
Whitcomb, Governor of the State of Indiana, 
and Counsul General of Greece Nicholas Mac~- 
rides were unable to attend. 

Our Choir Director, Mrs. Anne Bellas, 
sang the National Anthems, accompanied at the 
Piano by JR. GOYA President Christ Drossos, 
Jr. Master of Ceremonies was Dr. E. T. Pap- 
pas. Highlight of the dinner was the award- 
ing of the Gold Medal of St. Paul to the dis- 
tinguished attorney, Mr. Louis H. George, for 
his many and continuous services to the 
Church, without interruption and without re- 
muneration since 1920. 

His Eminence delivered a most stirring 
address on the state and future of present- 
day society enumerating the many.pitfalls 
which abound because of man's uncontrollable 
desire to act by himself alone without the 
guidance and grace of God, and appealed to 
the young to place dignity, morality and 
faith in God above the so-called freedoms of 
the individual.
